First  Things  First 

rTHE  REACTION  of  the  Wwten  dmocndM  to 
the  formation  of  the  “Charter  of  African  Unity" 
has  been  somewhat  lees  than  enthutriaMc  and  their 
pnine  for  the  lofty  alma  exprened  by  Ita  31  signa¬ 
tories  more  stinted  than  generous.  It  k  not  because 
they  are  cynics,  but  because  they  an  realists. 

Ihe  charter  aspires  to  four  major  objectives. 
Iliese  are:  to  launch  a  unified  econadc  program  utilis¬ 
ing  the  resources  of  all  its  member  nations  to  develop 
Africa  into  a  major  world  power,  to  settle  all  inter- 
African  disputes  peaceably,  to  resist  alignment  with 
either  the  East  or  the  West,  and  to  rid  Africa  of  ali- 
non-Afriean  Influence. 

It  cannot  be  disputed  that  the  goal  set  by  the 
charter  is  both  broad  and  aspiring.  t  But  as  conditions 
and  circumstances  are  now  and  sa'they  are  likely  to 
remain  far  into  the  foreseeable  future  it  le  an  Impos¬ 
sible  one  to  attain. 

For  Instance,  not  one  of  the  African  nations  sub¬ 
scribing  to  the  promises  of  the  charter  would  be  able 
to  exist  today  were  it  not  for  outside  financial  assist¬ 
ance — aid.  which  oddly  enough,  comes  mainly  from  the 
same  white  democracies  anathematized  so  consistently 
by  so  many  of  the  signatory  members. 

By  and  large  theee  African  nations  have  shown 
■ttle  aptitude  or  desire  to  develop  and  exploit  their 
own  resources,  preferring  always  to  allow  same  out¬ 
ride  interest  to  do  the  work  and  take  the  gamble. 

Ghanaian  President  Kwame  Nkrumah’i  boast  that 
a  united  Africa  will  establish  steel  works,  iron  found- 
eries,  factories  and  then  Mnk  all  African  states  with 
communications,  astound  the  world  with  its  hydro¬ 
electric  power,  as  well  os  drain  the  swamps,  feed  the 
undemouririied  and  free  the  continent  at  all  disease 
and  parasites  is  a  grand  but  empty  one. 

He,  himself,  has  shown  little  of  the  pioneering 
spirit  of  which  he  speaks  so  blithely.  Since  assuming 
control  of  his  own  country  his  major  contribution  has 
been  to  establish  an  enormous  army  to  maintain  order 
under  his  dictatorial  rule  while  he  dickers  with  first 
the  West  and  then  the  East  for  man  and  more  finan¬ 
cial  and  technical  help 

Africa  today  is  a  place  of  greater  dtamity  among 
its  people  than  it  ever  was.  Ghana  is  at  loggerheads 
with  Nigeria  and  Mali.  Kenya  and  Somalis  have 
broken  off  diplomatic  relations.  Somalia  and  Ethiopia 
are  at  almost  open  war  with  each  other  over  the  place¬ 
ment  of  their  mutual  boundary  lines.  The  Congo  is, 
of  course,  still  hi  a  state  of  revolt,  and  Algeria  is  little 
better  ot(. 

The  time  Is  vastly  far  off  before  the  world  will 
me  anything  approaching  a  unified  Africa  such  as  en¬ 
visaged  by  the  Addis  Ababa  charter. 

Before  the  Africans  can  achieve  this  ultimate 
ambition,  they  must  first  learn  to  govern  themselves 
and  establish  tbetr  Individual  nations  as  responsible 
states  capable  of  omnmlng  ■  greater  role  in  Interna¬ 
tional  affairs. 

Few  of  the  near  African  Indapendcndea  have  taken 
even  this  first  step  to  date.  ■- 

Exciting  Venture 

■\nCTORIA  industrialist  Harold  Husband,  president 
’  of  VMD,  has  again  shown  himself  a  man  of  cour¬ 
age  and  wide  thinking  in  forming  a  British  Columbia 
company  aimed  at  giving  western  Canada  its  entry 
into  the  new  and  exciting  field  of  nuclear  development. 

Mr.  Husband  is  head  of  a  new  company.  Western 
Deuterium,  which  hopes  to  win  a  contract  to  provide 
the  Canadian  Atomic  Energy  Commission  with  Its  re¬ 
quirements  of  heavy  water  (or  deuterium  oxide  as  it 
is  chemically  known.) 

If  Mr.  Husband  Is  successful,  his  firm  will  be  the 
first  in  the  world  to  produce  heavy  water  by  private 
enterprise.  Only  three  such  plants  are  now  in  pro¬ 
duction. 

The  world's  biggest  heavy  water  plant  Is  at 
Savannah.  Georgia,  and  la  owned  by  the  U.S.  Atomic 
Energy  Commission;  there  is  a  small  one  in  France 
operated  by  a  government  agency  in  that  country,  and, 
of  course,  there  is  one  in  Russia,  also  government 
owned. 

Up  to  now  practically  all  atomic  energy  opera¬ 
tions  In  Canada  have  been  centred  In  Ontario  and 
Quebec,  but  western  Canada  has  the  basic  needs  and 
the  industrial  capacity  to  make  "heavy  water,”  and 
Western  Deuterium  thinks  It  can  win  the  contract  by 
competitive  bidding. 

Deuterium  oxide  Is  heavy  hydrogen.  Its  manu¬ 
facture  depends  on  a  supply  of  water;  and  of  energy- 
producing  fuels  such  as  coal,  natural  gas,  oil  or 
electricity. 

British  Columbia  hu  all  of  these  ingredients  in 
abundance  and  the  Immediate  task  before  the  new 
company  is  to  find  which  of  the  energies  can  be  used 
to  most  economic  advantage.  The  Peace  River  area 
with  its  oil  and  gas,  and  later  Ita  electricity  is  one 
poaribtlity. 

Coal  Is  abundant  at  Hat  Creek  In  the  Pemberton 
area  end  also  in  the  southeast  comer  of  the  province 
near  Femie. 

The  interesting  part  for  Victoria,  however,  Is  that 
about  70  per  cent  of  all  the  equipment  needed  for  a 
deuterium  plant  could  be  manufactured  right  here  in 
Victoria  at  the  VMD  plant 

As  the  major  expense  of  such  a  plant  would  be  its 
equipment,  the  formation  of  the  new  company  could 
have  a  tremendous  bearing  on  the  future  well-being  of 
Victoria  and  Its  citizens. 

Incidentally  deuterium  oxide  in  Itself  is  not  dan¬ 
gerous.  It  takes  about  35,000  gallons  of  water  to  make 
one  gallon  of  deuterium,  and  the  waste  water  is  in  no 
way  contaminated.  Indeed  a  human  being  can  drink 
up  to  a  cupful  of  deuterium  itself— but  not  regularly 
— without  any  visible  effect  But  it  is  an  expensive 
tipple — about  twice  the  price  of  an  equivalent  amount 
of  champyne. _

It  Nortn  rebid  three  diamonds,  he  would  show  a 
weak  hand  and  a  long,  weak  diamond  suit,  and  South 
should  pass.  Aa  North  can  see  chances  ot  running  the 
diamond  suit  at  three  no  trump,  and  has  a  useful  side 
kind,  he  tries  lor  the  no  trump  game.  As  It  happens, 
five  diamonds  would  he  a  superior  contract,  but  that 
would  be  difficult  to  reach,  s. 

Unfortunately  for  South,  the  heart  lead  knocks  out 
dummy's  side  entry.  When  prospects  are  dark,  opti¬ 
mism  Is  in  order.  There  U  only  one  division  ol  the 
Last-West  diamonds  which  will  allow  declarer  to  run 
the  suit  (barring  a  defensive  error i.  He  must  hope 
that  East  holds  a  singleton  ace.  South  must  therefore 
play  a  low  diamond  from  both  hands  at  the  second 
trick  to  make  his  contract. 

To  give  the  defence  a  slight  chance  in  go  wrung, 
declarer  might  as  well  overtake  the  heart  king  with 
the  ace  at  the  first  trick  to  lead  towards  dummy's  dia¬ 
monds.  However,  as  Miles  points  out.  West  could  then 
give  South  a  chance  to  go  wrong:  if  West  brilliantly 
played  the  diamond  queen  on  the  first  diamond  trick, 
declarer  might  he  diverted  from  hla  Intention  of  playing 
low  from  dummy.

Winds  are  a  nuisance  wherever  they 
may  grow,  and  In  a  season  Ilka  this, 
a  considerable  portion  of  our  garden¬ 
ing  time  must  he  spent  on  the  busi¬ 
ness  end  of  a  hoe  handle.  In  the  per¬ 
ennial  bells  and  in  the  vegetable  Riot, 
It  Isn't  too  difficult  to  keep  weeds 
under  control  If  the  work  isn't 
shirked,  but  If  you  keep  putting  off 
the  hoeing  chore,  the  pesky  things 
will  go  to  seed  and  may  turn  up  to 
haunt  you  for  years  hence.  In  tne 
words  of  the  old  English  gardeners' 
adage:  “One  year's  seeding  —  seven 
year's  weeding!”

W**ed  seeds  seem  to  be  able  to  re¬ 
main  dormant  but  retain  their  germ 
of  life  almost  Indefinitely  in  the  lower 
depths  of  the  soil,  and  weed  seeds 
scattered  on  the  surface  now  or 
through  the  summer  may  be  buried 
beyond  germinating  depth  during  the 
fall  digging,  only  to  reappear  next 
year  or  the  year  after  when  the  deep 
layer  of  soil  Is  again  returned  to  the 
surface. 

This  phenomenon  wos  very  much 
In  evidence  In  England  following  the 
bombings  of  the  Second  World  War. 
Tha  bombed  areas,  where  drop  layers 


there  Isn’t  room  to  use  a  hoe  and  all 
the  weeding  haa  to  ha  done  the  hard 
way.  Perennial  weeds  are  a  real  bug¬ 
bear.  for  once  they  succeed  In  gelling 
themselves  thoroughly  established, 
your  rock  garden  has  “had  It.”  and 
there  Is  nothing  for  It  but  to  take  the 
whole  thing  apart,  rock  by  rock,  and 
rebuild  It  from  scratch. 


One  way  of  minimizing  this  danger 
U  to  make  every  possible  effort  to  get 
the  soli  covered  by  the  rightful  ten¬ 
ants  as  quickly  aa  possible  Every 
bare  patch  la  asking  for  trouble,  (Inca 
weeds  are  always  ready  to  colonlK 
unoccupied  territory.  Rock  garden 
pockets  closely  covered  with  danse 
clumps  ol  matted  or  creeping  plants 
offer  very  little  foothold  for  would -he 
invaders.  Plants  like  thyme,  creeping 
phlox,  suhrietia.  arabis.  saxifrage  and 
neath*  are  all  excellent  carpet* r* 

It  isn't  necessary  to  wait  for  the 
plants  to  spread  themselves  out  over 
the  mil  all  by  them  selvas.  We  can 
lend  a  helping  hand  by  pulling  some 
of  the  plants  apart  and  spreading  out 
the  piece*,  and  by  layering  and  root¬ 
ing  cuttings.  In  these  ways,  large 
pocket*  ran  be  tilled  up  In  quit#  a 
short  time.
